Group II, claim(s) 1 , 4-6 and 8 (in part), drawn to compounds of formula II wherein one 
of X and Y is nitrogen, and the other is C-A or C-B; pharmaceutical composition and 
process of making said formula; classified in class 544, subclass 279. 

Group III, claim(s) 12-25, drawn to various method of treatment using compound of 
formula II; classified in class 514, subclasses 264.1 1 and 266.4. Further restriction will 
be required if this group is elected. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features because Group I is drawn to compounds having quinazoline as the special 
technical feature while Group II is drawn to compounds having pyrido-pyrimidine as the 
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special technical feature. Thus, a prior art reading in on compounds of group I would not do so 
to those of group II. 

Inventions Groups I and II vs. Group III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed docs not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because the recited diseases can be treated by different agents. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as a prodrug. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. 
See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

Withdrawn method claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim 
will not be rejoined. See "Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re 
Ochiai, In re Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1 184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996).
